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She Commit Suicide? 


Her Friends Scout the Idea of Sui- 
cide—She Was Separated from Her 
Husband, but Was Possessed 
of Considerable Property 
in Mexico City. 


Paris, November 21.—The tragic death 
of the young American artist, Mrs. Ellen 
Gore, continues to occupy the attention 
of the police and the staff of the Amer- 
ican consulate. The developments of the 
true inwardness of the mystery were fol- 
lowed with eager interest by the public 
today, and brought forward many who 
had known Mrs. Gore here and in Amer- 
ica, and from them her antecedents were 
fully established. It was developed also 
that she had been a pupil of the famous 
ecmposer, Moszkowski, while De Rydzew- 
ski was a pupil of Jean LaSalle, the 
baritone of the grand opera. : 

The police branch of the mystery seem- 
ingly remains undeveloped, and no further 
light has been thrown on the causes 
which led to the tragedy or the circum- 
stances attending its enactment. 

An autopsy was held today by Dr. 
Socquet, and resulted in a formal report 
that the cause of death was a bullet 
wound. Consul General Gowdy assigned 
a member of his staff to attend the au- 
tcpsy and take notes of the condition of 
the body. The official reported that the 
bullet entered the {orehead above the left 
eye and went clear through the head. The 
bullet was not found. 

The prefect of police designated Gaston 
Neereneite, the expert armorer, to study 
the weapon found for the purpose of 
determining the possibility of suicide. 

Although many friends of Mrs. Gore 
called on Mr. Gowdy. none ciaimed the 
bedy, and late in the day he cabled At- 
torney Butler, of Mexico City, asking as 
to its disposition. 

Antecedents of Woman. 

The family of Dr. Buttner, an American 
dentist, in the Rue de la Paix, furnished 
details of the antecendents of Mrs. Gore. 
They had been intimate with the family 
in Mexico, but did not know her here. 
They say her maiden name was Sinclair, 
and that she lived in California, where 
she met and was married to Mr. Gore, of 
British Colombia. They removed to Mex- 
ico City and became wealthy through 
land speculations. They built. “Gore 
Court,” a large apartment house, and 
moved in good society. Domestic differ- 
erces led to a separation, but not to 
divorcee, and she began traveling to per- 
fect her musical education. The property 
ir. Mexico was equally divided between 
Mr. Gore and his wife. Mrs. Gore’s share 
was of considerable value and yielded her 
a steady income. ‘

Mexico City, November 21.—The death 
in Paris of Mrs. Gore, wife of Thomas 
Sinclair Gore, has shocked her friends

@ lady of artistic tastes and had a large 
circle of acquaintances in the American 
and English colonies. Her husband is a 


_ Canadian and brought his wife here as 


a bride some fifteen years ago. She is 
believed to have been born in Ohio, but 
on heing orphaned at an early age was 
brought up by her aunt, Mrs. P. T. Dick- 
ingon, of Alameda, Cal. It is said that 
the couple did not live happily together. 
They had one child, which died. For 
dome time past Mr. and Mrs. Gore have 
lived apart and she, being of an artistic 


_ temperament and fond of music, went to 


Vienna, where she studied under good 
masters. 

Edward C. Butler, her attorney here, 
says that the idea of sulcide is to be dis- 
carded at once. Mrs. Gore was wrapped 
up in her music, and her business inter- 
ests here were in excellent shape. He

letter from her. In this letter she wrote:

I 
am also taking French lessons, so that 
my time is completely occupied. I hope 
everything is going on all right.

Her husband made his money in coal 
and real estate operations. He is now’ 
Supposed to be singing in opera in the 
United States, although possessed of 
large property here. 
Mrs. Gore’s maiden name was Nellie 
. Stogdall and her father was a Meth- 
odist minister and died years ago.

Jackson, Miss., November 21.—(Special.) 
The members of the Episcopal clergy in 
Mississippi manifest a decided reluctance 
Against discussing the probable successor 
of Bishop Hugh Miller Thompson as head 
of the diocese, and the indications are 
that the contest for the place when the 
diocese council meets in Jackson six 
weeks hence will be quite lively, 

The names heretofore suggested in con- 
nection with the place are Rev. P. G. 
Sears, of Meridian; Dr. George C. Harris, 
of Vicksburg, and Dr. Beverly Warner, 
of New Orleans. It is now stated that 
the names of Dr. Murray, of Birming- 
bam, and Dr. Arthur Boyd, of New Yerk, 
are likely to be placed in nomination. 
Dr. Murray was one of the principal con- 
testants for bishop of Alabama filled a 
short time since by the election of Rev, 
George Beckwith, of Texas. 

It is impossible to hazard even a vague 
prediction concerning the new bishop, and 
it’s often the case that a vacancy is filled

Sensational] Case on Trial. 

Two East Macon matrons, both well 
known in that suburb, a $5 bill and a 
child confined in the Dozier Orphan 
Home near Vineville, figured in a sen- 
sational manner before Justice Balkcom 
this afternoon in the presence of a large 
number of spectators.

Abolish the Ten O’Clock Towns. 

A singular anachronism in the joint 
operations of the postal service and 
local business enterprises came to the 
notice of The Constitution in its ar- 
rengements to reach its patrons ear- 
lier than formerly through the crea- 
tion of the fast mail schedules from 
the east toward the south.

Had Dr. Adolf Lorenz, the great Vi- 
enna deformity specialist, lived in the 
middle ages, likely his wonderful 
cures, performed largely with his 
naked hands, would have been regard- 
ed as miraculous and the doctor him 
self as a Got-empowered saint. To 
see a child hopelessly crippled from 
birth restored to normal physique and 
activity by the simple pressure of a 
man’s thumb and forefinger upon the 
afflicted part of the anatomy, appeals 
as most remarkable to an age that ac- 
cepts the achievements of science 
quite as a matter of course; to a su- 
rerstitious age such professional skill 
would have appeared nothing short 
of supernatural. 

Dr. Lorenz, who was brought to this 
country for a fabulous fee by J. Ogden 
Armour, the wealthy Chicago packer, 
to perform his famous manual opera- 
tion upon an afflicted daughter of 
Armour, has casily sustained his repu- 
tation of being the greatest orthopedic 
surgeon in the wortd. His profession- 
al duty discharged, the distinguished 
Austrian ministered to similarly af- 
flicted poor children of Chicago, for 
the double purpose of doing charity 
and affording surgical specialists, of 
America an opportunity to attend 
scme of the most remarkable clinics 
ever known to surgical science. Dr, 
Lorenz has made a prolonged visit to 
America, having journeyed across th2 


continent to San Francisco, where he 


repeated his Chicago feats of skill 
without money and without price. 1118 
operations are said to have been uni- 
formly successful. The doctor is now 
en route to New York, whence he will 
sail for home before the holidays. In 
a number of cities through which he 
has passed or will pass he has made 
or will make his famous demonstra- 
tions, always operating. upon the chil- 
dren of the poor gratis. Dr. Lorenz 
commands princely fees, but he ig a 
man of broad sympathies and humani- 
tarian impulses, and it is said of him 
that he delights to cure for humanity's 
sake. He is doing much good, and his 
welcome by Americans has been most 
cordial, in and out of the profession. 

It is expected that Dr. Lorenz will 
do some of his greatest work in New 
York: Dr. Newton M. Shaffer, sur- 
geon in chief of the New York Hos- 
pital for Crippled and Deformed Chil- 
dren, is quoted as saying of the great 
surgeon's approaching visit: 

His coming will not only be a ben- 
efit to the poor whose children are de- 
formed, but it will excite interest in 
this branch of medicine and- do much 
to make it what it ought to be, to bring 
it more prominently before the public, 
and put it upon the plane where fit 
ought to be. Primarily, of course, the 
visit of Dr. Lorenz is for tne benefit 
of the unfortunate children who will 
be operated upon at the clinics. The 
parents of many of these children have 
moped over the misfortunes of their lit- 
tle ones, and have said,’ many in 80 
many words, God has put the mark up- 
on my child, and I can do nothing.“ We 
want to bring such people out of this 
shall, sa to speak, in which they have 
been living. We want to show them that 
science can benefit them. The visit of 
Dr. Lorenz will do much to bring these 
parents to a more intelligent understand- 
ing of the importance of this branch of 
the profession, and that is what is need- 
ed in this country.“

renz that it would be difficult to say 
too much in praise of him. Beginning 
life as a poor farmér’s boy, Dr. Lo- 
renz doggedly and painfully hewed out 
his own careor, without money, infiu- 
ence or friends. His position in the 
world of science is now an exalted 
one, and his name promises to be 
blessed by future generations.

‘My 
chief educator has been a daily newsp@- 
per. When I came out of the war I had 
almost nathing, and feeling that I was 
too ignorant to do anything in a city, 1 
became a country merchant in a small 
way. Then, I determined to educate my- 
self to some extent, but I did not Know 
how to begin. Fortunately, I subscribed 
for The Constitution about that. time, and 


1 have never missed reading it a day. 


“Sometimes 1 am busy, and have to 
wait untit the dinner hour, but even it 1 
am delayed until late at night, I read 
my paper closely before Boing to sleep. 
You should see my filés of clippings and 
my scrap books, covering many years. 
The Constitution. has given me a satis- 
factory history of the world’s progress 
for that period, and its literary, histort- 
cal. biographical, potitical, financial, com- 
mercial and scientific matter would fill a 
big library. 

“From the first I read the supreme 
court decisions. carefully, and my inter- 
est in that department led me to study 
our code. I was made judge of the coun- 
ty court and held the place for years, 
though we havé good lawyers who would 
have been glad to take the office. But 
the bar and the people wanted me to 
take the place. 

“Yes, my newspaper was my educator, 
and I owe it whatever success I have 
achieved. I wish our young men knew 
the whole story—it might help them in 
their struggle to get what is called 4 
practical education. 


He said much more on the same line, 
and his talk made a lasting impression 


upon my mind, 

In recent years I have met the judge 
frequently. He is now a wealthy city 
man, and has held several positions of 
honor and trust. He is the best living 
tribute I ever saw to the usefulness and 
power of a newspaper. But for his sensi- 
ble and practical utilization of his daily 
paper he would doubtless have remagjed 
an ignorant village merchant. He would 
never have risen to the bench, accumu- 
lated a fortune or served his state in 
those positions which only a man of ed- 
ucation can fill. . 
‘But how did he learn to write and 
speak effectively? I noticed that he was 
a close reader, noticing little details, such 
as spelling, punctuation, . capitalization, 
the construction of sentences, etc. 

„Writing is largely an imitative art,“ 
he said to me, and a young man should 
get into the habit of using the language 
he reads in good newspapers and books— 
the language he hears from speakers of 
high reputation as scholars. If he will d 
this, he will not go far wrong.“ : 


With this example before me I have 
naturally read with much interest the 
various articles and addresses on self 
education which. appear from time to 
time in our periodicals and newspapers. 

I am glad to see that the importance of 
the daily press as a factor of practical ed- 


ucation is beginning to be more generally 


recognized, and it is encoufaging to see 
newspapers, like The Constitution, and 
men of brains and influence, like Rev. 
Dr. Dwight Hillis, giving the youth of the 
land some valuable hints in the matter 
of self-help in this direction. They are 
doing this without underrating the value 
of our higher institutions of learning. On 
the contrary, they urge our young peo- 
ple to make the most of the advantages 
offered by the best schools and colleges, 
whenever they possibly can, but they 
never miss an opportunity of insisting 
upon a thorough training in the three 
R's.” Without this elementary educa- 
tion it cannot promt even the biggest uni- 
versity. 

The Constitution's recent editorials on 
this line with ex-Postmaster ‘General 
James’ articie in its issue of last Sunday 
should go into every family ¢ircle in the 
south. They plead trumpet-tongued for 
the cause of popular education, and will 
hastdn the reforms so much needed. 

But, to return to the daily newspaper. 
Long before I had studied it as an educa- 
tional factor 1 noticed that the members 
of my debating society who were newspa- 
per readers showed off to better advant- 
age than those who seldom glanced at u 
daily. They were better informed, and 
were superior to the others as fluent 
speakers and ready debaters. They also 
had a wider range of information. 

The newspaper is the outcome of a 
practical age, and its closest readers are 
anything but dreamers. Newspaper men 
themselves make first-class leaders in 
business and in active politics. Benja- 
min Franklin was a conspicuous success. 
Blaine was qa journalist in his young 
manhood. W. R. Hearst is a Napoleon in 
business, and now a congressman-eiect.

jury and a judgment of this court for the 
real value of this land.” 


Thé above petition, filed by United 
States District Attorney E. A. Angier 
with the clerk of the United States dis- 
trict court’. yesterday, and two others, 
claiming respectively that the amount al- 
lowed for the Glenn property is: $21,000 
too high, and that .the amount allowed 
for the English property is $19,000 too 
high, show that the government has not 
yet played its last card in the effort to 
get the land desired as a site for the 
new custom house. 

The petitions were berved upon the 
defendants in the condemnation proceed- 
ings; after which Judge Newman issued 
an order in each case that the question 
of the value of the land be submitted 
to a jury.

If the reductions asked for by the gov- 
ernment officials in the petitions are 
granted, the amount to be paid for the 
land will be reduced $66,000 and the ap- 
propriation of $170,000 made by congress 
for the purchase of the land will be 
$24,000 in excess of the value of the land 
instead of $41,000 short, as at present. 

It is thought that the appeals will 
be made on the reports of the value of 
the land of Mrs. Mary Grant Dickson 
and the leasehold interest of J. W. 
Blosser & Son. These reports were filed 
later than the others and the government 
attorneys consequently have more time in 
which to file their appeals. 

The date for the hearings have not 
yet been set, but the cases will doubt- 
less come up in the United States court 
at an early date. When heard before a 
jury all the facts relating to the value 
of the land will be brought out, includ- 
ing the returns for taxation made by the 
owners of the property. 


KILLED THE FATTED HOG.

Boyd Pratt, a négro, had charge of 8.

The negroes, except Pratt, confessed to 


the theft. Pratt contended that he kill- 
ed the hog because it tad been wounded, 
and he merely wished to put it*out of its 
misery. 

Hog stealing in Georgia is a felony, 
punishable with a sentence in the peni- 
tentiary. The three negroes were, there- 
fore, bound over in bonds of $100 each for 
committing a felorfy and will be held un- 
til the grand jury indicts them.

Senate Held a Short Session Yester- 
day—Many Menibers Were Ab- 
sent—Three New Bills Were 
Introduced and Referred 
to Committees, 


The senate yesterday held a short ses- 
sion and transacted but little general 
business owing to the absence of a num- 
ber of the members who were away on 


the moßt important being that by Sena- 
tor Park, of the thirty-seventh district,

Hon. H. P. Bell, 
former member of the senate, was intro- 
duced: to the senators by President 
Howell. Mr. Bell was heartily: received 
and made a short speech, in which he 
declared he believed that the safety and 
prosperity of the commonwealth were 
safe in the hands of the members of the 
general assembly, and that while the 
state was confronted with a vital finan- 
cial problem, yet he felt sure the ques- 
tion would be solved to the best interest 
of the people. 

Bills That Met Defeat. 


In the absence of the chaplain the ses- 
sion was opened with prayer by State 
School Commissioner G. R. Glenn. 

The bill by Senator Christie, of the 
eleventh, to make it lawful to make in- 
surance companies and other persons who 
may be indemnyfying the defendant 
party jointly liable was lost, the adverse

Similar action was also taken on the 
bill by Senator Snead, of the twenty~ 
ninth, to require all chartered banks of 
the state to keep open at least five hours 
each day, except Sundays, for the trans- 
action of business.

The bills by Senators Lee and Middle- 
brooks relative to the convict system 
came from the penitentiary committce 
with unfavorable reports, but were tabled 
owing to the absence of so many members 
of the senate. The bill by Senator Me-

Senator McMichael's bill to make it 
unlawful for supreme and superior court 
judges, solicitors general and the attor- 
ney general to accept free passes and 
“franks” was recommitted to the general 
judiciary committee for further consid- 
eration and report. 

The bill by Senator Duncan, of the 
tenth, to establish county depositories in 
each county of the state received an 
adverse report of the committee, the re- 
port being agreed to by the senate.

WASHINGTON s VIEWING 
MOVEMENT WITH ALARM 


Naval Officers Especially Apprehend 
the Gravest Possibilities—It Is 
Notorious That the Kaiser 
Is Hungry for Territory 
in South America.

Washington, November 21.—(Special.)— 
The announcement which comes from 
Berlin that Germany proposes the estab- 
lishment of permanent naval squadrons 
in the waters of the Atlantic along the 
eastern coast of South Africa, and in the 
Pacific waters on the other side of the 
South American continent, has created a 
great deal of talk in naval circles here. 

While all the responsible officers of the 
navy and officials of the navy depart- 
ment decline to say anything else for 
publication than that the relations be- 
tween Germany and the Tinited States 
were never more friendly, it is a fact 
that in their private discussion of these 
latest moves on the part of Emperor 
William, the American officers seem to 
see the gravest possibilities. 

At the time of the announcement of the 
establishment of the south Atlantic 
squadron some newspapers, in their de- 
sire to minimize the possible significance 
of this act, declared that Germany had 
asked and had received the consent of 
this government. There was, of course, 
nothing in this. Responsible officers of 
this government pronounced that report 
foolish on its face, as it was. Germany 
does not have to ask the consent of the 
United States before disposing of her 
fleets as she may choose to do so long 
as this disposition carries on its surface 
no evidence of hostile intentions. No 
such request was mae of this govern- 
ment nor were the Washington authori- 
ties consulted. | 
Concern Over Germany's Movements. 

This was made clear to inquirers at 
the navy department. And it was also 
made clear, though, as I have said, not 
for publication, that the responsible of- 
ficers did, not attempt to conceal their 
concern over these movements of Ger- 
many. 

The sentiment of the officials of the 
navy department and the officers of the 
navy was refiected at the time in a strong 
editorial warning sounded by The Army 
and Navy Journal, which Id in a sense 
the official organ of both branches of the 
military ‘service. This editori created 
considerable discussion in military circles 
at the time it appeared, but was not 
discussed much by the public for the

entele restricted practically to the officers. 
of the army and the navy. 

The subsequent announcement which 
has just come from Berlin of the estab- 
lishment of a permanent German squad- 
ron in the Pacifte waters. ot North and 
South America has called forth a: repe- 
tition of that warning. Clearly refiect- 
ing, as it does, fhe sentiments of the high 
officials as well as of al? the naval ex- 
perts, this last editorial is attracting 
considerable general attention.

He sald, “indeed a short sigated 
observer who does not see in these pow- 
ertul German squadrons, patrolling the 
American continent on the east and on 
the west, the possible foretoken of mo- 
mentous eventualities in the affairs of 
the world.“ 

Hungers for South America. 

There can be no possible question that 
Germany has for a long. time been 
looking with eager eves upon South 
America as à continent upon which to 
expand her colonia] empire. A great 
many Germans nave gone into the dif- 
ferent countries of South America and

undestlonably great. From the German 
standpoint, there seems no reason in the 
world Why this commerélal conquest 
should not be followed by the hoisting 
of ‘the German flag over one or more of

The only thing which stands in the ways 
is the Montoe Mloegrine:of ‘this country, 
There can be no possible doubt that Ges- 
man aggression in this direction is re 
tarded by the ability of the United States 
government to maintain the Monroe doe - 
trine.

PENSION ROLL 
TO BE $845,000 


Appropriations Committee 
Agrees Upon An Increase 4 
of Nearly $15,000. 


At a meeting, held at the capitol last 
night, the appropriations committee of 
the nouse practically completed its labors. 
The genera: appropriations bill has been 
gone over and it now remains for the 
committee to revert to one or two items, 
concerning which no action has been tak- 
en, defore the measure will be reported 
to the house. 

The committee voted to appropriate 
$845,000 for. pensions for the coming year. 
This is $14,500 in excess of the total 
amount apportioned for pensions last 
year. At that time $830,500 was set aside 
to be apportioned among the four differ- 
ent classes of penstoners, and of the sum 
$822,000 was used. 

Tho new appropriation contemplates 
$185,000 for disabled veterans, $385,000 for 
indigent veterans, $185,000 for widows of. 
soldiers who died during the war, and $90.- 
000 for indigent widows. This last class 
was recently added to the list and $100,- 
000 was appropriated last year, but only 
about $78,000 was used. 

Military To Get $20,000. 

The committee also voted: to put in the 
general apportionment bill $20,000 for the 
state troops. The military received this 
amount last year, but not In the appro- 
priation bill, the amount being carried in 
a special bill. Hon. Pleasant Stovall, of 
Savannah, was before the commitee ro- 
garding an appropriation for the military, 
but when he found the committee favored 
giving $20,000 he refrained from making 
a speech, stating, hewever, that the plan 
would doubtless meet the hearty indorse- 
ment of those interested in the welfare of 
the state troops. 

Among other things the committee de- 
cided on $105,000 for the prison fund. Th 
commission received $120,000 last year, og 
did not need gthe entire amount. 
stated at this seSsion that the department 
could get along very well With the sum 
finally agreed upon. An effort was made 
to reduce the amount for the agricultural 
department from $20,000 to $17,500 and to 
nave the entire amount come from fees 
irom fertilizer inspection, but the matter 
was held up for the time being.

LUMBER PLANT 
IS DESTROYED 


Kiln System Tunis Lumber 
Co., Burns at Norfolk. 
Loss $50,000. | 


Norfolk, Va, November 21.—Fire broke 
out about 6:15 o'clock this evening in the 
fan room of the immense Tunis Lumber 
Company's kiln system, on the southern 
branch of the Elisabeth river, About 
three miles from Norfolk, and before it 


could be gotten under control one million 
feet of lumber, the entire kiln system, 
and much valuable machinery had been 
destroyed by the flames.

Satisfaction at Washington. 

Washington, November 21.—Although 
they have not received any official con- 
firmation of the report, officials of the 
Colombian legation express great satis- 
faction over the news that a treaty of 
peace has been signed with General Her- 
rera. They feel this will bring about a 
cessation of all hostilifies on the isthmus 
and terminate a war which has ravaged 
Colombia for several years. The govern- 
ment of Colombia, realizing the menace

In its arswer the Lahigh Valley road, 
while admitting that the companies nam- 
ed are crrriers of anthracite coal from 
the anthracite regions to tide water in 
New York, avers that owing to the nat- 
ural conformation of the anthracite re- 
gion and the location of the <arious lings 
cnly a srall proportion of the anthracite 
coal business is in competition with two 
or more companies. 

After denying any discrimination as 
between jroducers the Lehigh quotes 
from its freight traiff. It says that for a 
long time prior to November 1, 19, it 
charged as a freight rete of coal from 
the mines to tide water a sum equal 
to 40 per cent of the coal taken to tide 
water. Until July 321, 1901, the freight rate 
was 40 per cent of the tide pice of coal, 
when this 40 per cent rate did not exceed 
$1.55 per ton. In gase of such excess, the 
difference between the 40 pere cent and 
the $1.55 per ton was refunded to the 
shipvers on monthly settlements. The 
rate to all shippers now and since July 
1, 1901, is $1.55 per ton. A rate based on 
35 per cent of the tide water price of 
coal has never been charged to any ship- 
per by the Lehigh, according to its an- 
swer. This $1.55 rate applies to the large 
sizes of coal, the rates diminishing on 
smalles sizes and varying from $1.10 to 
$1.40.

With regard to the tariff, it is the view 
of the secretary, as he has explained it 
to those who have conversed with him, 
that the minimum rate of % per cent is 
sufficient, viewed from any standpoint.

Washington, November 21.—President 
Roosevelt arrived here at 6 o’clock this 
morning on the Southern railway. 

A little crowd was at the station to 
witness his return. As he left the train 
he shook hands with the engineer and 
fireman and thanked them for the safe 
run they had made. 

The president and Secretary Cortelyou 
were driven direct to the white house. 

The president was at his office this 
morning before 10 o'clock. Prior to the 
meeting of the cabinet, which had been 
called for 11 o'clock, the president found 
tume to hold brief interviews with Sena- 
tors Burrows of Michigan, Scott of West 
Virginia and Lodge of Massachusetts. 
During the next four or five days, as 
opportunity may offer, the president will 
put the finishing touches upon his annual 
meSsage to congress. It is understood 
that the message will be sent to congress 
on the second day of the approaching ses- 
sion, Tuesday, December 2, owing to the 
fact that the deaths of members of both 
houses have occurred during the recess, 
which will necessitate an adjournment on 
Monday. 

The document is almost completed, but 
Some points of it are yet to be written’ 
finally and the whole revised. During the 
early days of next week the president 
will consult on parts of his message with 
republican leaders in congress. 

Every member of the cabinet was pres- 
ent at today’s meeting. It was compar- 
atively brief, lasting only about an hour. 
At its conclusion it was stated that no 
bisiness of serious consequence was 
transacted, although some subjects of 
importance were considered briefly. 

Secretary Hay brought with him to the 
meeting some documents relating to the 
status of the negotiations pending with 
Colombia with respect to the Panama 
oanal treaty. He reported the status of 
the negotiations and it is stated that the 
president will not be able to say in his 
message that he is ready to submit to 
congress a treaty with Colombia in ac- 
cordance with the Spooner act. 

Secretary Root remained with the pres- 
dent for a time after the other members 
of the cabinet had left the executive of- 
fice. It is believed they discussed matters 
relating to the war department.

the Property Passes Second Raad - 
ing in the House of Commons 
After Some Criticism 


of the King. 


London, November 21.—The Osborne 
estate bill, providing for the transfer to 
the nation of the Osborne house estate, 
Isle of Wight, from King Edward, whose 
property it, became under the Will of the 
late Queen Victoria, passed its second 
reading in the house of commons this 
afternoon, after some criticiem reflecting 
the feeling on the subject in-royal circles, 
in which there has been much agitation 
ever since the king first proposed to pre- 
sent the Osborne house estate to the 
nation. 

In announcing the gift to the nation 


at the time of his coronation King Ra- 


ward expressed the hope that it would 
be devoted to national purposes and be 
converted into a convalescent home for 
officers of the navy and army whose 
health had been impaired in rendering 
service to their country. 

Queen Victoria’s will has never beén 
published, but there is very high author- 
ity for saying that the bequest was not 
her idea. As a matter of fact, she left 
the property to the king for life. with 
the reversion to the prince of Wales. 
Failing the latter, the property was to 
go to her daughters or to the prince of 
Wales’ heirs. 

The king, however, insisted on giving 
it to the nation as a memorial. 

During the course of the discussion in 
parliament today Mr. Ritchie, the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, admitted that 
the bill was at variation of the will and 
wishes of the late queen, and said that 
„but for that the bill would not have 
been necessary.“ 

All the pictures, statuary and other 
articles of value and of historical inter- 
est have been removed to Windsor cas- 
tle. This includes the contents of the 
prince consort’s room, which Queen Vic- 
toria left untouched as it existed during 
his life.

STUDY BIBLE 
POPE ADVISES 


Text of the Holy Father's 
Latest Encyclical Made 
Public, 


Pope Leo's latest encyclical to promote the 
study of the scriptures has been received 
here. It is dated October 30, 1902. The 
encyclical declares that in view of the 
complexity of modern studies and the 
manifold errors which prevail, it has be- 
come impossible for individual interpret- 
ers of the holy books to explain and de- 
fend them as the needs of the hour re- 
quire,”’ so that it has “become necas- 
sary that their mon studies should re- 
celve assistance and direction under the 
auspices and guidance of the apostolic 
see. To this end, the encyclical says, 
the pontiff has established a commission 
of serious men whose duty it will be to 
devote their entire energy to insure that 
the divine words mai receive a more mi- 
nute explanation of them demanded by 
the times.“ 

For the guidance of the commission the 
encyclical lays down the following prin- 
ciples: ' 

First of all, they will carefully inves- 
tigate the modern trend of thought in this 
branch of study and regard nothing dis- 
covered by modern research as foreign to 
their purpose. 

In matters ef faith and morals, re- 
lating to the formation of Christian -doc- 
trines, they must be held to he the true 
sense of sacred scripture, which has been, 
and is held by holy mother church, to 
whom it belongs, to judge of the term 
sense and interpretations of the Holy 
Scripture; and so no one may lawfully in- 
terpret Holy Scripture contrary to this 
sense or even in opposition to the unant 
mous concensus of the fathers.”

THE FOREIGN TRADE OF CUBA. 


Report To State Department by Min- 
ister Squiers. 

Washington. November 21.—Minister 
Saviers at Havana has forwarded to the 
state department the official report of the 
foreign commerce of Cuba for May and 
June, 1992, and a statement of the trade 
with the United States in June, 1902, 2 
compared with other countries. The min- 
ister notes a decrease in the sugar trade 
for the first six months of 1902, as com- 
pared with the same period of 1901. of 
143,000 .
